CHINA’S ENVOY SAILS 
WITH A “HEAVY HEART”, 


Mr. Hsu Shih-ying Issues 
‘Statement in Tokyo 


Tokyo, Jan. 20. 

On leaving these shores I carry 
Jaway a heavy heart,” sald Mr. Hsu 
[Shih-ying, the Chinese Ambassador 
to Japan, prior to his departure for 
Hongkong, in the Empress of Asia, 
this afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

“Last March,” Mr. Hsu declared, 
Jswhen I returned to Japan. I felt 
jmuch concerned regarding relations, 
fbetween China and Japan, realizing 
|that If nothing were done to improve 
matters, the situation would go from 
bad to worse.” 

‘The Chinese diplomat stated that 
at that time, he had pointed out the 
gravity of the situation to Japanese 
Teaders and also to influential Japan- 
ese in China, However, continued 
Mr. Hsu, on July 7 the ‘unfortunate 
Lukouchiao incident occurred. 

"Although very unwell,” the di- 
plomat said, “I felt in duty-bound to 
return to my post, on July 16, only 
to witness a situation" which’ was 
drifting more and more dangerously, 
until now we have come to such a 
jeondition that I can only view it 
with an aching-heart.” 


Mistory Recalled 


Continuing, Mr. Hsu said: 

“History shows that every country 
nas iis ups and downs. “Such depths 
jand heights are not eternal, but are 
subject to change. The aspirations 
fof a race cannot be kept down by 
military force.” 

Tn viewing the present situation, he 
sald, “one may ask far-sighted 
Japanese statesmen if they really 
believe that the Japanese Government 
Js pursuing the right policy for pro- 
‘moting Japan's everlasting welfare.” 

‘Mr. Hsu told Reuter that for hait 
2 year he had been suffering trom 
severe headaches and insomnia and 
bbad repeatedly asked for leave with- 
cut results. 

“Now,” the sald. “I have received 
orders fo return to China, and I shall 
report most faithfully to the Chinese 
Government what T have been and 
heard here. On leaving these shores 
Tearry away a heavy heart.” 


Japanese Say Farewell

A PARADOX 


‘The recall of Mr. Shigeru 
Japanese “Ambassador to China, by the 
‘Japanese Government, and the departure of 
Mr. Hsu Shih-ying, Chinese Ambassador to 
Japan, for Hongkong constitute the last stage 
in the rupture of relations between the two 
governments. It is the logical outcome of the 
decisions taken at the'Japanese Imperial Con 
ference, and while it does nothing towards 
regularizing the position, leaves mo room fot 
doubt as to Japan's ultimate purpose, the eli- 
mination of the Nationalist Government, the 
establishment of a new one, more amenable 
to Japan's will, and ultimately its recognition 
a such. But there is no war. It ix impos- 
sible for Japan to declare war on China 
because to do so would be tantamount. to 
‘continued recognition of the present Chinese 
Government, and so in the absence of that 
formality there is no war. It is a piece of 
ingenious reasoning, even if it is somewhat 
paradoxical, for it amounts to this —~ that 
Japan is endeavouring to cut off a head which 
she docs not recognize as existing. Mr. Akira 
Kazami, Secretary-General of the Japanese| 
Cabinet in making an announcement to that! 
effect, then goes on to declare that. Japan 
had decided to “wage a sacred war to eradi- 
cate the Nationalist so as to establish lastini, 
peace in the East.” ‘The ordinary Occidental 
will be forgiven if he finds some difficulty in 
following the line of reasoning which results 
in sich contradictory announcements, and| 
will probably make confusion more’ con- 
founded by suggesting that the very facts of 
Ron-recognition and the continuation of 
hostilities support the view that the Chinese 
Government cannot be and is not being 
ignored. It would be possible to develop this 
theme, but it would lead nowhere. The facts 
‘are that no matter how they may be cloaked 
in fine words, Japan has embarked upon a 
campaign for the destruction of the Nation- 
alist Government and the removal of its con- 
wot over this vast nation. ‘That a creature 
of its own fashioning will take its place is the 
final item of Japanese ambition, and it is 
clear that if the provisionel government in| 
Peiping proves itself to be a strong and cap- 
able government, it will receive Fecognition, 
from Japan, 

It is clear from the reporté emanating from. 
Berlin that Germany will not follow the| 
Japanese lead, and there are indications that 
no little concern is being felt in that country 
over recent developments. German com= 
mercial interests in China are not. wholly| 
assimilable with the political implications 
which adherence to the Anti-Komintern Pact 
suggests. Though Germany professes to agree 
with what Japan is doing, there are limits 
to that agreement which are becoming’ ine 
creasingly apparent. Germany still continues 
to refuse recognition of Manchoukuo, and her| 
refusal to recognize the provisional yovern- 
ment set up in Peiping is all of a piece with 
her policy in the For East. Were Berlin 10 
{ake any such step it would inevitably damage 
her important interests in China, and that is 
the last thing which Germany’ desires, The 
atUtude of Italy may be somewhat different, 
She has comparatively little at stake in China, 
Her business investments in 1931. in China 
according to Professor Remer amounted to 
approximately £1,000,000, and. investments 
in Government obligations to £9,000,000. 
Germany on the other hand has over 
£15,000,000 invested in business in China, 
and but £3,000,000 in yovernment. bonds. 
‘Small as those sums are in comparison with 
the investments of Great Britain and Japan 
in this country, it is apparent that the Ger- 
mans have a material stake in the land, and 
with their keen, trading methods every 
prospect of increasing it. ‘There is, therefore, 
‘every reason why Germany should exhibit 
the caution she is with regard fo affairs in 
‘China, and the intermediation by her Ambas- 
sador’to this country may be accepted as 
having been inspired by the desire to sce the: 
conclusion of peace and the retum of pos- 
sibilities for ‘continuing her trade. Inthe 
safeguarding of her position Germany is 
showing a wise restraint, and the time may, 
‘even yet come again when her friendly oflices 
may be more productive of result than has 
already been the case. 

Hankow replies to the fulminations of To- 
kyo. The National Government in u stale- 
‘ment issued on Tuesday reaffirms its intention 
of resisting the encroachment by any foreign 
nation upon its sovereign rights, territory and 
‘administrative integrity, whieh’ all interested 
Powers, including Japan have pledge! them- 
selves to respect. It reiterates its former 
statements that any terms for the restoration 
of peace, if they do not conform with that 
fundamental principle, are necessarily un-

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek is determined 
to continue with his intention to extend Japan 
to the utmost. It is a serious decision, and 
me which could only have been taken’ with 
4 full realization of the eonsequenees, Japan 
herself realizes them and her preparations 
clearly indicate a complete understanding of 
the enormous task which she has undertaken, 
ILis idle then for either of the two nations to 
iceuse the other of insincerity. There is a8 great 
sincerity on the part of China to resist Japan- 
ese aggression, as there is on the part of 
Japan to get her way with this country. Both 
of them are determined to fight to the bitter 
end, Japan with the knowledge of her great 
military power, China in the belief that, 
though she wil! be made to suffer enormously. 
irretrievable damage may. be wrought on 
Japan, whieh will render her present adven- 
ture profitless. Even in failure China hopes 
to win, and there is another paradox in this, 
crisis which is full of them, 





























A GREAT CHANGE 
Fan 2, 

Jn the Chino-Japanese War (1894-95) the 
Japanese had to decide whether the Chinese 
‘were entitled to treatment under the European 
Jaw of war. Japan had acceded to the Geneva 
Convention in 1888, and to the Declaration of 
Paris in 1887. China was a party to neither 
‘and observed the provisions of neither. Japan, 
ievertheless, as related by her learned judicial 
\dvisers, Professors Ariga and ‘Takahashi, 
observed towards the Chinese forces, com: 

balant and noncombatant, all the rules of 

European International Law without resorting, 

to the reprisals to which Chinese barbarities 

provoked her. “Encyclopaedia Britannica”, 

On Christmas Day this journal had occasion 
to refer to the scenes of horror perpetrated 
in Nanking following the ‘occupation of that 
city by the victorious Japanese forces, It wax 
then believed that the outrageous behaviour 
0f the troops was the result of temporary in= 
discipline, and the influence of blood lust 
aroused by the heat of battle. It was hoped 
that order would be rapidly restored and that 
the civilian population of Nanking would be 
relieved from the horrors they were suffering, 
1k was even suggested in some quarters that 
the Japanese were taking revenge for the 
outrages of 1927, though, if indeed they were 
doing-so, they were wreaking it upon the 
wrong people, for it was not the population 
of Nanking that was responsible, but the 
soldiery. To the astonishment of most people 
it is now learned that these outrages have 
‘been continued, and that ever since the oc~ 
cupation of Nanking until within the last few. 
days, abduction of women, rape and looting, 
‘have been carried on with an industry which 
would have done justice to a more praise 
worthy cause. Chinese have been stabbed with 
bayonets, or recklessly shot. It is estimated 
that more than 10,000 people have been killed, 
some not even guilty of the trivial offence of 
having: the hardihood to “fight for their 
country. “How many women have been raped 
it is impossible to ascertain but the estimates 
vary from as low as 8,000 to-as high as 20,000, 
Girls of as tender an age as eleven years, 
women as old as fifty-three have been the 
forced victims of military lust. Refugees 
have been robbed of thelr scanty supply of’ 
money, their clothing, bedding and food, and 
all this was still going on as late as less than 
week ago, In the initial stages insuMciency. 
of military police rendered control of the 
disorderly soldiery impossible. More of such 
Police have been appointed, but as Inte as 4 
week ayo soldiers were still breaking into 
houses day and night, indulging in rape and 
abduction. ‘ 

Contrast that description of the state of 
affairs which has lasted in Nanking over a 
period ‘of many weeks with the correctness 
of the attitude which Japan adopted in the 
case of the Sino-Japanese war, and the ques~ 
tion naturally arises—why "this change? 
There have been no Chinese barbarities for 
which the Japanese could possibly have taken 
revenge. If there had been it is suggested 
that the propriety of their action during the 
war referred to could with spundid effect 
have been adopted in this instanee, and the 
Japanese army would have been regarded in 
a better light than that in which it appears at 
present.“ The Chinese people have been 
assured times out of number that Japan has 
no grievance against them, ‘but that all it is 
doing is to chastise the National Government 
which it accuses of insincerity and imperilling, 
the peace of und yet the unfortunate 















































quarter of a million Chinese still remaining, 
in Nanking have been subjected to weeks of 
terror, and what might have been regarded as 
aan isolated case has developed into what seems 
almost to be a habit. 


Can it be wondered at 
Is aghast before such a 
Is it suprising that it is dificult to 
believe that an army with such fine traditions 
as the Japanese can be guilty of such conduct? 
Yet the evidence that this is the ease is over 
whelming and the fact that innocent, harmless 
Chinese civilians are being subjected to suel 
hideous treatment is becoming plainer and 
plainer to the whole world, This story, 
despite the fact that Nanking is practically 
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‘cut off from the rest of the world will one 
day be Known in all its. horror. Much of it 
the world already knows: the rest will make 
sorry reading for generations to come, and| 
in all earnestness it is suggested that the time 
has come when a determined effort should be| 
made by the authorities responsible for the 
conduct of these men to put a stop to such 
‘outrageous behaviour. 

‘This Journal does not believe, and never has} 
believed that these things oceur by reason of 
any set purpose of the Japanese High Com- 
mand. It prefers to think that those men, 
firm in the high tradition of their profession 
must as deeply deplore what is happening as 
any right-thinking man does. But that does 
riot relieve the Japanese commanders of the 
imperative duty of stopping these. unruly 
soldiers from further insulting the uniform 
they wear. ‘They cannot restore the lives| 
which have been. lost by reason of stich be- 
haviour, nor redress the grievous wrongs 
which have been done so many unoffending 
Chinese whose only fault ts that they hap-| 
pened to be women, but their own honour, 
their humanity, their own ideals demand that 
they should do everything in their power to 
put an end to what this journal knows con- 
tinued up until very recently, and for all it 
knows may still: be going on. A soldier 
should be too proud to take advantage of the! 
defenceless, and if he is not then he should be 
diseiplined ‘until he understands what is ex- 
pected of him. In this connection the rules! 
soverning’ the conduct of the Japanese Armies 
are not known to this journal, but it is 
perfectly safe to hazard te guess that so 
highly organized 1 force, with its keen regard 
for its own honour must have somewhere in 
its code provisions for the punishment of 
persone guilty of the grave offences to which 
reference has been made. This inust be} 
emphasized—the impression that the whole 
world must of necessity form when confronted 
with such news is an unfortunate one. Tt is 
Undesirable that world opinion should con~ 
tinue to be flouted. If it is the high esteem| 
in which the Japanese are held, even though 
there may be disagreement with them and] 
their policies, must inevitably be diminished 
and no friend of Japan—and she has not lost 
them all yet—can but hope that order in Nan- 
king. will speedily be restored and the Japan- 
‘ese soldier again stand In that fair fame which 
his Ichightly behaviour in the Sino-Japanese 
War more than forty years ago placed him. 

















THE NAVAL RACE 
Jan, 22. 


President Roosevelt's forthcoming message 
to the US. Congress on the subject of 
‘America's national defence is’ giving tise to 
1 great deal of speculation, His letter to Rear: 
Admiral R.B, Belknap has considerable 
significance, and may serve as an indication 
fof the lines the President will take in his 
message. As was only to be expected, Re- 
presentative Hamilton Fish has again brought 
up the question of naval limitation, and has} 
announced his intention of proposing an 
amendment to the Navy Department's Ap- 
propriation Bill, authorizing and requesting 
the President to convoke world naval con= 
ference, It is quite likely that, though the| 
President will gain ample support for his 
national defence scheme, sorte such amend~| 
ment will be attached to the Bill, for there 
would be nothing logical in so doing. ‘The 
world is at present engaged in a mad scramble 
to build bigger and better armaments, The] 
same competition which preceded the Great 
War and which was again noticed at its con= 
clusion before the Washington Conference 
was convened, is again being witnessed. ft 
was arrested in 1922 for a decade and a halt’ 
and it is only as a result of the collapse of 
the London Conference that « resumption of 
the naval armament race has occurred. Mr. 
Fish seeks to lay the blame for that failure 
upon the “militarists and admirals.” fe is 

‘ot entirely just in doing so, for though their 
expert advice had to be taken on all points 
there is little doubt that political considera~ 
tions played an important part in bringing 
bout the disastrous collapse. It will be 
remembered that, at the London Conference, 
Japan proposed "a common upper limit of 
aval (onnage, which in order to secure real 
disarmament, ‘should be placed at as low i 
level as possible. Her proposals did not 





receive the support of the delegations of other 


nations and on January 15, 1935, she withdrew 
her representatives. Commenting on the 
withdrawal the Japanese Prime Minister the 
noxt day said he did not believe a naval race 
‘would be begun, but warned the nation to be 
prepared for any eventuality, while the For- 
ign Minister said Japanese’ still desired to 
conclude minor agreements and to subscribe 
toa joint declaration against a naval race. 
Bad as the situation was following the 
collapse of the London Conference, matters 
bccame speedily warse, with developments 
in the European:situation which foreed upon 
Britain the realization of the very unpleasant 
fact that the good example in the reduction 
of armaments which she had sought to set the 
rest of the world, had not only failed to have 
that effect, but ‘had deprived her voice of 
‘much of its former autitority. It was in that 
year, then, that the five-year-plan for the 
Fehabilitation of British defences was un- 
dertaken, and Britain is again rapidly reach- 
ing the position from which she ought never 
tovhave receded. Other countries were taking 
advantage of the failure to reach a common 





understanding and. it was imperative for] 
Great Britain to see that her forces were 
maintained at an adequate strongth to meet] 
‘all emergencies. She did not start the naval 
race: by the time she announced her deciston| 
it had already commenced and she could not] 
afford to allow herself to be left behind. The 
prospects of success ut another naval cot 
ference do not appear particularly bright. 
‘The Japanese attitude has been perfectly well 
defined, and, as in 1936, so in any future! 
conference it may be expected: that Japan's’ 
requirements will be exaclly the same and 
her policy just as definite, In those circum- 
stances unless the ather great Powers were] 
inclined to grant her desires no success could 
possibily attend the holding of such negotia- 
tions. ‘That would now mean the adoption’ 
of the common upper limit of naval tonnage, 
‘and that limit instead of being lower as Japan, 
then wished, would have to be higher. in 
view of all ‘that has transpired since 1936) 
‘and the inereased building which has been 
in progress ever since. 

Rear Admiral Kigoshi Noda, Chief of the 
Japanese Navy's Information Bureau, makes 
the point perfectly clear in the stutement| 
which was published yesterday. Japan, he 
sald, will not, begin and will not take place: 
in any naval armament race and is still ready. 
to participate in a naval limitation conference’ 
provided she is ussured the policy of non- 
menace and non-aggression, and the principle’ 
of a common upper limit'with Britain and! 
America will be seriously considered. That! 
amounts to naval parity which neither Great! 
Britain or the United States are prepared to) 
concede. Japan endeavouring to build up to) 
parity and these two nations determined to] 
maintain the ratio, with [aly proposing to] 
embark upon an extensive strengthening of 
her fleets, have in fact brought about just 
that race which it was so desirable to avoid. 
‘The latest news trom the United States is| 
that Navy officials ure considering a rearma- 
ment plan to include an undetermined num~ 
ber of the most powerful battleships in the! 
world, execeding 40,000 tons and equipped! 
with 18-inch guns, ‘This would involve the 
abandonment of the London Naval Treaty’ 
limitations by the United States and would] 
serve notice on the world that America was 
meeting the challenge seen in the new Jap-| 
‘nese construction which, it is alleged, include| 
two battleships of 45,000 tons. Japanese 
faction in adopting this policy has undoubtedly 
done much to create anxiety and to. con- 
tribute to the determination of other countries] 
that they will not be left behind in the matter] 
of naval construction. Great Britain and the 
United States can be confidently expected to} 
match tonnage with tonnage and guns with 
guns, and, when it comes to paying for it, both 
of them are better fitted to do so than is! 
Japan, That the whole thing is madness is 
unhappily true. But then there is so much 
madness extant in the world at the present! 
moment that a little more seems to matter| 
little either way. If Mr. Hamilton Fish’s| 
suggestion is embodied in the Navy Ap- 
propriation Bill President Roosevelt will most] 
probably act upon it, but conditions being! 
‘what they are, it would seem that any attempt 
to stom this ‘insane expenditure is doomed 
to failure unless Japan gets what she wants.

Naturally the Japanese attitude with 
Toward to China fs of paramount importance, 
bat little need be ‘said about the Japanese 
requirements save to say that they do present] 
ground for negotiation, though China's) 
present position is that as'they stand they are 
inacceptable. ‘Though Mr, Hirota claims 
that China is still insincere there can be no 
oubt of the sincerity of her rejection, and 
ihas been ‘made perfectly plain that China 
does not yot consider that all is lost and is 
{still prepared, to continue to struggle for 
‘ultimate vigtory, Whether that view is cor- 
“rect only time will stow, but that consider- 
able doubt should be felt about it is only 
natural when all that has happened during 
the past six months i taken into considera~ 
tion.” The most interesting items in both 
speeches aro the pledges which are addressed 
to the Powers concerning the respect to 
China's sovereignty and tervitorial integrity 
and the legitimate rights and interests of) 
third Powers in China. Prince Konoye is 
fauite forthright in his tnethod of expressing 
| that pledge, but Mr, Hirota docs not go quite 
‘so far: Japan, he said, was prepared for the | 
purpose of promoting the welfare of the) 
Chinese people to leave the door wide open’ 
fo all Powers and to welcome their cultural 
‘and economic co-operation, but. “necessary 
find rational adjustments” designed. to. meet 
few conditions in China would have to be 
made. If the history of recent years is any- 
thing to go by, those necessary and rational 
Adjustments are just the things which the 
foreign trader in this part of the world 
regards with such anxiety, He fears that if, 
nd when, those adjustments are made they 
may ‘still preserve the open door but make 














‘Mr. Hirota’s statement on Japanese forcign| 
relations is to a great extent highly satis-| 
factory. He pays tribute to the calm and 
fair-minded altitude adopted by both Great 
Britain and the United States in conncetion| 
with the incidents ‘on the Yangtze as a result 
of which Japanese relations with both nations 
had suffered no impairment, He is not quite 
fon such good ground when he suggests that| 
the British Government, in the interests of 
those golations, should ‘endeavour ‘to com~ 
prehend correctly Japan's position in East! 
Asia, Whitehall thoroughly understands the 

hole matter; has in fact no illusions about 
it, If it indeed had any they would arise! 
from the frequent diffeulty of reconciling the 
statements of" the civilian elements in the 
Japanese Government with the acls of the 
‘Army and Navy.” It would find that diftieulty, 
disappear if it could be certain that the 
Japanese Government exercised that authority 
over the nation’s naval and military forees| 
which is exercised in other countries. It has 
been shown that the Navy as much as the| 
Amy can, and does “gang its ain gait,” 
it is. beeause of the wide gap. sepatnting} 
promise and performance that foreign puzzle- 
ment exists, The Powers have learned by 
now to regard fair promises made by the 
civilian side of the Japanees Government 
with ng small degree of scepticism. ‘They do 
not for one moment, nor docs this journal, 
doubt that Prince Konoye and Mr. Hirota 
firmly believe every word they uttered on 
Saturday at the Diet’s session, but they can 
hardly-blame foreign opinion ‘if in the light 
Of all that has happened it believes the value 
of the pledges given must. undergo no small 
amount of discounting. Could they be ac- 
cepted at their face value much of the anxiety 
Which at present exists would disappear, but 
sympathy with China in her travail would 
sill remain, - That sympathy is all the more 
genuine because present world conditions| 
prevent the extension af that assistance to 
her which she obviously expected when 
hostilities first broke oul, and there is not 
8 foreigner who watehes the devastation being 
wrought in this country by Japanese action 
with the greatest sorrow, and with the deep] 
fear that, by doing what she is, she is driving] 
Ching straight into the arms of Moscow, and 
certainly doing nothing to entice her away. 

It is probable that when all that is hap- 
pening now can by the fux of time be re 
legated into its true historical perspective 
full realization will be had of the enormous 
Gisservice Japan has rendered to the peace 
of the world, and the great service she had 
the opportunity of rendering but seven short 
years ago. Had she, in 1931, prepared the 
famous Document A which she eventually 
produced at Genova, prior to embarking of 
the Manchurian adventure and had laid it 
before the League of Nations with a demand 
for the redress ‘of her wrongs, she might] 
either have secured it, or failing’ to do so 
could then have proceeded to do what she 
ultimately did. Japan's list of complaints 
was a formidable ne and would have had 
to be dealt with by the League. But it is 
clear that Japan's ambitions on ‘the Asiatic 
continent were incongruous with membership 
of the League which she then deliberately 
flouted and eventually left. It is this sort 
of thing which makes the world look some- 
what suspiciously upon present assurances. 
It would like to believe them, would be only’ 
too happy to do 49, if it could reconcile similar’ 
past pledges with what actually happened. 
‘There is no failure to understand Jap: 
intentions regarding China, ‘They have been 
perfectly apparent for the last thirty years, 
if not Jonger than that. The service of the 
notorious Twenty-One Demands upon China 
‘was just such an attempt to reduce Chinu 
to a state of vassalage as the one which is: 
now being made. General Araki’s talk of 
Asia for the Asiatics was interpreted as Asia 
for the Japanese, and when his utterances and 
those of other prominent Japanese are re- 
membered Mr. Hirota's speech loses much of 
that happy significance which could other- 
wise be read into it. The two speeches are 
nevertheless of the greatest importance even 
though they must be somewhat discounted, 
and if the promises made could be regarded 
as certain of fulflment much of the present 
alleged misunderstandings would not exist.

All manner of ambitious schemes for the] 
development of north China are now being| 
discussed by the Japanese controlled press in| 
‘Tientsin and Peiping, not the least interesting} 
of which is the proposal reported elsewhere | 
in this issue for the creation of the China| 
Federated Reserve Bank and its participation 
in the yen bloc with Japan, Manchoukuo and] 
Inner Mongolia. By this means it is sought| 
to form an oriental economic bloc and with 
the consolidation of the currency system in| 
north China preparations are being made to| 
reap the economie fruits which Japan expects| 
from. her present venture in this country.

notes into specie, but a maniged currency 
policy as is followed by Japan will be 
‘adopted, while the external value of the notes 
issued, by the now bank will be made equal 
to the Japanese yen. The scheme is identical 
with that set up by Japan in. Manchoukuo. 
There, by law, the Central Bank of Man- 
choukiwo was iequited lo hold as reserve 
fagainst the note issue a sum equivalent to 30 
per cent: or more of the total amount of the 
holes issued in gold and silver bullion, rellable 
foreign currencies and deposits with banks 
in gold and silver accounts, As a matter of 
fact the reserve ratio was generally higher, 
Dut the scheme aetually permitted the retire 
‘ment of the old notes then current in Man- 
choukwo to the face. value of no tess than 
‘Yuan 10,660,000,000 and the substitution 
therefor of no more than’ Yuan 200,000,000 
on the new currency. It will be remembered 
that the enormous note issues in the time of 
Chang Tso-lin and Chang Hsueh-liang had 
greatly depreciated -despite their frantic en- 
Geavours to uphold their value even by 
resort to the executioner’s sword, and in 1935, 
4 correspondent of this journal’ was able to 
report that the managed currency of Man- 
choukuo was proving a success and a deelded 
bboon to the inhabitants of that country who 
had suffered so badly” under the quaint 
financial methods of the old regime. 

It appears that the silver cash held in 
Peiping and Tientsin amounts to about Yuan 
56,000,000 and on the basis of the Manchoukuo 
experiment this should provide sufficient 
reserve for a nole issue of Yuan 168,000,000, 
itis believed that this Is wholly insumelent 
for the needs of the area-over which Japan 
hhas secured control and It would seem that 
it is. also. intended to negotiate a credit 
amounting to Yen 100,000,000. with Japan 
through a" syndicate "organized by the 
Yokohama Specie Bank, Bank of Chosen, 
Industrial Bank of Japan and the Hypothee 
Bank of Japan. “If that is also to be used 
as a reserve for the note issue it would then 
bbe possible to place notes representing ap- 
proximately Yuan 600,000,000 at the service 
Of the new régime, and it Is believed by those 
responsible for the scheme that this. would 
bbe suMclent for the change whieh is con- 
templated, Northern erities of the plan, how- 
ever, believe that the ohly way the new 
eurreney can be established on a stable basix 
would be to give it a proper bucking by 
Japanese capital of four to five hundred 
mniliion yen, and in order to prevent the yen 
being weakened in Japan—by the export of 
the Yen which the Japanese government ix 
striving so desperately to prevent—the new 
currency will have ta be stabilized at a fixed 
rato, as has been done in the case of Man- 
chotikuo. To achieve that end it would be 
necessary to impose the same zestrictions on 
imports and exchange transactions as have 
been applied in Japan and Munchoukuo. 
‘That this is contemplated is apparent. from 
the expressed intention of including, north 
China is the economic bloc which already 
exists, In view of the uncertainty of the hold 
‘which Japan at present has upon northern 
China the possibility of successfully enforcing, 
such restrictions must be regarded with some 
doubt, but should Jt prove a success the same 
opressing effect would be felt on trade as 
is -experieneed in both Manchoukwo and 
Sapan. 

The point may be taken quite correetiy 
that the depression which those countries are 
at present suffering is the ditect result of the 

;panese campaign in China and that as soon 
as conditions return to normal it will disap- 
pear. Temporary inconvenience, it will be 
lrged, is the natural price for undertakings 
which have been embarked on with an eye 
{o the long distant future, ‘That may be very 
ssrue but the foreigner will watch develop- 
‘ments with considerable gloom realizing that 
what is happening in Manchoukuo wil in all 
probability occur to him in north China 
‘That the Japanese can carry through such 
scheme as the one under review is proved 
by what has been achieved in Manchoukuo. 
Tt may: make bigger demands upon Japanese 
resourees, but there is at present no reason 
to believe that Japan is unable to meot them. 
The point which itis sought to make, how: 
ever, is that plans” such as these, having 
direct effect upon the trade which the fo 
Siguer desires to do in this part of the 
‘world, are calculated to damage those interests 
which it has been repeatedly stated it is the 
Japanese intention strictly to respect, The 
ecent restrictions imposed on trade and 
exchange firstly in Japan and subsequently 
in Manchoukuo have had serious repercu 
sions upon the businesses of foreign nationals 
resident in those countries, ‘There is no 
ground for believing that similar arrange- 
ments In north China would produce any dif- 
ferent results: on the contrary. they may. be 
expected to operate in exactly the same 
manner. When, therefore, such plans are in 
the making how ean it be said with any hope 
‘of carrying conviction that foreign interests 
will be scruputously respected? To the very 
simplest it must appear that such is not the

BLOOD TRANSFUSION 


‘The appeal of Dr. I. G. Anderson, published 
in the correspondence columns,’ for the 
organization of a blood tronsfusion service to 
supply blood donors night and day at a moment's 
wotlce, should commend itself to all. readers. 
Such organizations already exist in many large 
cities throughout the world and it is to be hoped 
that the example set there will be followed in 
Shanghai. A small panel of donors has already. 
been organized under the auspices of Toe It 
but it is desired that a more complete 
service of donors shall be organized. Dr. 
‘Anderson very rightly points out that the scope 
‘of blood ‘transfusion has greatly widened in 
Fecont years and as a life saving measure in 
mony conditions has no efficient substitute. It 
ig a distressing thought that every year many 
fives are lost.in Shanghai which might have 
been saved had there been in existence -an 
‘organization for the quick supply of blood for 
transfusion, and it Dr, Anderson receive: 
‘the support for which his letter asks, it is 
possible that mony sufferors will receive 
that assistance “which should prolong thelr 
lives.

CHINESE START COUNTER-ATTACK AT WUHU 





A General Offensive on All Fronts to Start Shortly. 
Military Circles Believe 


Hankow, Jan, 11. 

Chinese troops have iaunched a 
vigorous drive towards Wuhu, on the 
‘Yapplze, according to Chinese reports, 
received here to-day. 

‘Tho Chinese air forco is sald to be: 
playing a prominent part in the push, 
Sombing Japanese positions in Wuhu, 
Lukang (west of Wuhu), Kwangteh 
and Szoan.

Chinese Offensive

Tt 
‘will be necessary for the Government 
to Issue bonds to raise the money.” 


Inflation Peril Seen 


Baron,Goh declared that it was of 
primary’ importance in the floating of 
these Bonds that Japan balanced her 
International payments, If this equl- 
brim was Tost, he said, the effect 
would be fell throughout the nation 
nd ruln would follow. ‘The value of 
the yen must be maintained ot 3s, 2d. 
at any cost 

If money were to be raised through 
the ‘sale of bonds, a sutistactory 
market for them must be assured. 
Once the absorption was upset, he 
pointed out, inflation of a malignant 
ature would follow.

few years, But with the outbreak of Sino-Japanese hostilities 
in the North confidence was dissipated and when it spread to this 
area all factories ceased operation in the affected areas, the diffi-

Outbreak of Hostilities 

With the outbreak of hostilities in 
North China, even before the danger 
fof thelr spread to the Shanghai area 
‘was realised, confidence was dis- 
sipated. From the end of duly 
onwards there began a movement to 
vemove machinery and goods from 
Hongkew and ‘Yangtszepoo areas. 
With the outbreak of hostilities on 
August 13 all factory premises ceased 
‘operation in the two affected localities, 
fund the ensuing eritieal days saw also 
the closing of all factory premises in 
the Western, Northern and .Central 
districts. 

‘By. the middle of September all of 
the Chinese and British cotton mills 
inthe Western district and Outside 
Roads areas had begun partial opera- 
tions, attempting in the first place 
day ‘shifts, and" then, as confidence 
H-adually returned, extending to night} 
work. Sinee many of these mills 
were in the immediate vicinity of the 
Soochow Creek, it required ‘no little 
courage on the part of the women 
workers (0 continue work when 
bombing planes flew overhead daily 
for many hours. The dangers are 
fllusteated by the fact that outside 
‘one cotton mill two bombs fel, 
destroying a railless car and killing 
fall the occupants, Four shells fell in 
another millon, whose compqund 
there were at the time 2,000 workers, 
it being approximately 6 pm. when 
hange of shift was in progress: the 
neldent was miraculously. without 
easualties, The mill undertook repairs 
and was in operation within three 
days, ‘Though at times because of| 
particular cirqimstances Individual 
mills suspended night work, a full 
schedule was resumed as oon as: 
possible. Tt may safely be said that 
the operations of the cotton mills 
were the largest single factor in 
restoring belter conditions in the 
Western areas. ‘They employed 20,000 
workers, whose earnings supported 
\s many homes and possibly 100,000 
persons, 


Dimeulties of Re-opening 


‘The Industrial Section devoted its 
efforts to discussing with owners of 
amalley factories the dimculties in-the 
way of thelr re-opening. In the 
majority of cases the reason given 
Wag lack of transportation facilities. 
and owners ‘were Introduced to the 
shipping companies carrying on a 
modified trade with the Yangtsze 
ports, In other inslanees lack of raw 
or partly manufactured materials was 
averred, it being stated that these 
were not available in Shanghal. It 
was. frequently possible, because of 
Knowledge of the’ factory” situation 
xenerally, 10 assist in obtaining] 
Substitutes locally produced, Skilled 
workers were found for some other 
enterprises, and in yet other cases 
where mote than one factory was 
necessary for the making of finished 
products, allied trades were linked by 
the efforis of the Section. By the end 
fof December it was estimated that 
50,000 workers in factories and work. 
shops had been re-employed. 

By the end of December it was 
possible to assess roughly the results 
{0 the industry of the International 
Settlement of the hostilities in the 
Northern and Eastern areas. 60 per 
cent. of the large seale industry of the 
Settiement was formerly in the 
Eastern area. 70 percent. of the 
medium and small sedle enterprises,

‘and these the most significant un- 
dertakings, were in the Eastern and 
Northern districts, 

Out of a former 135,000 persons at 
work in these areas prior to August, 
1997, the late December check In- 
Alenied that there would not be oc- 
cupation for more than 40,000 at a 
maximum if and when the arces 
‘opened to normal activities. . This 
maximum could only be obtained if 
all remaining factories could operate 
at thelr former labour strength, and 
In double shifts where these 'were 
formerly worked. ‘This gure is in- 
elusive of public utility enterprises. 
It was calculated that not more than 
8,000 workers ‘could be put to work 
in Chinese owned enterprises. 





Factories Totally Destroyed 
A total of 905 undertakings, mostly 
of small size, and employing a total 
of 30,868 workers, were found to have 
been’ totally destroyed by ‘fire. In 
‘addition, it was calculated, there 
would be possibly some 1,000 Chinese 
factories and workshops, including 
both large and small plants, whose 
premises had been damaged more or 
less seriously. Tt was not possible to 
state the larger mills machinery had 
been rendered useless and would re- 
quire replacement before the mills 
sould work. Evidence of disturbance 
‘and looting of factories was. com- 
monly noted. It was therefore as- 
sumed that none of these 1,000 plants 
would re-open at any early’ date,

Future Prospect Not Bright 


‘Thus, at the end of the year, the 
prospect for the possible re-employ- 
ment of many skilled wokers was far 
from bright 

Since the outbreak of hostilities a 
number of small enterprises have 
moved from war zones into the 
Central and Western areas of the 
Settlement. The small portion of the 
Northern distriet inside the British 
@etence lines has also had some ad- 
ditions. Some of these newcomers 
took over premises previausly o¢- 
cupied by factories which had moved 
their plants to the interior. 

260 factories employing 4,206 
workers moved into the Western, 138 
with 2,085 workers into the Central, 
while 18 with 213 workers came to the 
Northern distriet—a total of 422 
establishments with 6,884 workers. 

Referring to the International 
Labour Organization and Factory In- 
spection in China, the report states 
that an invitation’ to the Director of 
the office, Mr. Harold Butler, to visit 
Jnpan was issued through Japanese 
‘delegates, and Chinese delegates re- 
newed an invitation previously given, 
‘The outbreak of hostilities precluded 
the proposed visit, which had been 
set for November 1937.

GRENADE HURLED INTO 
CHINESE DAILY 


‘wo Hurt in Latest Atdack 
by Terrorists 


Terrorists were again active in the 
Settlement on January’ 24, when 
the circulation offices of the’ “Social 
Evening News,” a Chinese newspaper, 
fat 222 Shantung Road, were attacked, 
Jone potato masher ‘hand grenade 
being thrown, wounding two Chinese 
who were in the offices at the time, 
‘Tho wounded Chinese, a man and a 
‘woman, were taken to the Lester 
Chinese Hospital for treatment, ‘The 
attack took place at about 7.30, when 
Ja. Chinese appeared in the front door 
way and hurled the grenade with full 
force across the offlce, 

‘The grenade exploded on the floor, 
injuring the two Chinese, who were 
‘working at desks in the office, and 
slightly damaging the oftice furniture, 
JThe assailant escaped, and by late 
last night no clue was available as 
to his identity, It was thought, how- 
ever, that he was a member of one 
of the guerilla gangs who have re- 
cently been engaged in terrorist 
activities in the Settlement and Con- 
cession, and many members of which 





were recently rounded up by the 
police. 
‘Superintendent A. H. Alers was 


detatled to investigaie the attack, and 
Jenquiries were being made at the offices 
of the Journal, It is understood that the 
newspaper had: made an application 
to the police for permission to resume 
Publication, and that the manager 
hhad got. in touch with’ the Japanese 
authorities with a view to submitting 
to them proofs of all war news. Tt 
is thought that a possible motive for 
the attack may have been that terr~ 
orist elements assumed that the 
journal was to become pro-Japanese 
in policy. The paper was to have 
resumed publication on Jan, 28.

He was neatly dressed, 
splck ond span, He was Valentine 
Holdosi, the Hungarian ragamulfin 
who scorned shot and hell to rescue 
a strange assortment of pets from his 
home in Yangtszepoo during the 
carly stages of the war, and looked 
rather dazed as a medal was planed 
fo dus diminutive breast, Kindly and 
heartening words were addressed to 
him by Mr. Gauss, and everyone 
present at the. ceremony congra- 
tulated. him and shook him ‘by. the 
hand. “The medal was the William 
©. Stillman medal, presented to the 
brave Ind by the American Humane 
Soclety. ‘The black eyé was recelved 
the ‘day bofore from a Jealous com- 
rade, who got as good as he gave. 
When the little group who were 
privileged to attend the ‘ceremony 
‘iad gathered in the Consul-General's 
office, Mr. Gauss said that, on behalf 
of the American Humane Society, lie 
hhad been asked to present the médat' 
for consplclous gallantry in the 
reacue of his pets from the wartorn 
area.

Consul-General in Shanghal, Me, 
Herbert Phillips, on January 18, 
Valentine Holdosi, the young Mun- 
garian, “whose brave rescue of his 
pots from his home in Yangtszepoo 
during the hostilities is well-known, 
wag the reeipient “of two more 
medals.

robbers in handcuffs almost. before 
they could start thinking about using.

Gang Wit Workers with Iron Bars 


‘A. heavily-armed gang terrorized 
a Chinese dyeing works, ‘11 Yoong 
Kong Li, ‘Nan Zu Ka Zah, off 
Brenan Road, at about midnigit on 
‘Thursday. Six men entered the 
place, three of them carrying pistols 
and the rest tron bars. ‘They beat 
some of the workers with the bars 
‘and also fired three or four shots 
before they decamped with “loot, 
consisting of money and. rolls. of 
loth, total value $820. ‘The ehots did 
not take effect.

Tt was estimated that the gang 
escaped with 246 rolls of cloth,. The 
robbers spoke the Shanghal and 
/Shantung dialects. 

A coolie reported yesterday to the 
police at Central Station that he had 
‘been robbed the previous. forenoon 
somewhere between Klukiang. Road 
Jand Rue Ratard. He said he lost $118 
to four men, one of whom threatened 
‘him with a pistol. He was unable 
to give a clear account of what 
happened. 


Russian Selzes Gun

Mr, N. Mlagkoft, proprietor of @ 
Russian provision shop at 708 Great 
‘Western Road, is not a man who can 
be easily managed by robbers. A 
few years ago he had an experience 
with Chinese bandits in the French

Mr. ‘Campbell was in his S8th 


year, having been born in February 
ino at Foulden, Berwickshire, where 
is father was minister of the parish, 
Educated at Stewart's College Edin- 
burgh, he received his early busi 
ness training in a Glasgow insurance 
office. He came, jout to Shanghai 
for Messrs. Butierfield & Swire in 
the autumn of 1903, and was a mem- 
ber of their insurance department 
for three years ant then resigned 
to join the stalf of Messrs. Gibb, 
Livingston & Co. with whom he 
was associated until 1928. Ager 
his retirement, he remained in 
Shanghai for a’ further seven years, 
during which period he was a mem- 
er of the staff of the American 
Asiatle Underwriters Ine. He final- 
ly left China in August 1935, since 
when he had resided in Edinburgh. 
‘Throughout his long areer in 
Shanghai, Mr. Campbell enjoyed a 
hhigh reputation for soundness of 
judgment and general business 
‘acumen among fire and marine In- 
‘surance men and by all who came 
into contact with him. He was for 
many years a valued momber of 
the Committee of the Shanghai 
Fire Insurance Association, of which 
he served for a period as chairman, 
Outside business, Mr. Campbell 
had many interests. He became a 
member of the Committe of St. 
‘Andrew's Society at an early period 
‘of his residence in Shanghai, and 
was appointed Honorary. Secretary 
in 1905 or 1906, holding the 
position for a number of years. He 
served on the Committee without a 
break until becoming President of 
the Society in 1919, in succession to 
the late Sir Everard Fraser. 
Volunteering was one of Mr. Camp- 
bell's hobbies. He had served as a 
Private in the Glasgow Highlanders 
for three years before coming to 
‘China, and on arrival in Shanghal he 
immediately became a member of the 
old Maxim Company, S.V.C., rising to 
‘a Heutenaney in the company. He 
remained a member until 1914 when, 
on the formation of the Shanghai 
Scottish Company, he transferred his | 
‘allegiance, being given a commission 
fas lieutenant under the command of 
[Captain Colin H. Rutherford, on 
whose retiral he succeeded to the 
captainey of the company. In 1919, 
the ranks were augmented by the 
Jolning-up of a number of new mem 
bbers, many of whom had taken part 
in the war. Feeling that it would be

ASIATIC DESPOTISM SEEN 
BY U.S. ENVOY 


Plea for World Peace and 
Co-operation 


Paris, Jan. 23. 

An ominous warning against Asia 
le despotism and a strong plea for 
World pence and economic ¢o- 
operation were made at Nancy to- 
night by Mr. William Bulllt, Amer- 
ican Ambassador to France, who was 
awarded an honorary University 
degree. 

There are still a large number 
of murderous clowns,” Mr. Bullit 
said, “who write of the pleasure and 
Jelly. sport of dropping bombs on 

pless men and women. Their re= 
turn to sanity may be long delayed, 

“But the strength of the. greater 
‘nations of Europe should be lain not 
to hysterical self-worship, but to 
respect for facts.

lead only 0 Asiatic despotism ruling 
the flelds of dead. 

“At least nine-tenths of the people 
ef the world desire peace, ‘The 
other tenth knows that after a war 
between anything ike equal. oppon~ 
ents, there could be no vietor but 
death.” 

“Exceptionally Good Fun" 

‘Mr. Bullit was believed to be re- 
ferving to articles and books by 
‘Japanese and Italian authors deserib- 
ing thelr experiences in bombing 
operations: in China and Ethiopia, 
Signor Vittorio ‘Mussolini, 20 year 
old son of Signor Benito’ Mussolini, 
it was recalled, recently called. the 
bombing of Ethiopians’ as “excep- 
tionally’ good fun.’ 

Signor Mussolini, in his book 
“Flying, Over Ethiopian Mountain 
Ranges,” which he sald he had write 
ten to make Italian youth "be above 
War's sorrow,” said: “We “arrived 
pon the Ethiopians unobserved, and 
Immediately dropped our explosives. 
One group of horsemen gave me the 
Impression of a budding tose une 
folding as the bombs fell in their 
midst and blew them up. It was ex:

‘emperor of the East is on the march. 
His fighters will cross mighty rivers 
and the wings of his ‘planes — will 
darken the sky. He hopes to captute| 
Hongkong and Singapore.”

ourselves over Spain. Half a million| 
Chineso have already been killed in| 
the opening battles. 

“What is the moral of my tale?— 
surely that, “somehow. ‘or other, 
Europe should forgot old feud? and 
prepare to stand shoulder to shoulder 
against Asia, which is fairly on the 
move.” 

Eighty-five years of age, Sir ‘Ian 
Hamilton had one arm permanently 
disabled at Mojuba Hin’ during the 
Boer War. On the outbreak of 
hostilities he was appointed head of 
the staff of the Natal field force

He fought with conspicuous gallan-_ 
try during the defence of Ladysmith, 
and was promoted to the rank of 
major-general. 

Sir Jan Homilion served as the! 
Military Representative of India with 
Japanese field army in Manchuria in 
1904-05, 

For a while at the beginning of 
the Great War, he was in command 
‘of the home defence army. Then, 
in March 1915, he took command of 
the Mediterranean expeditionary 
force—that employed to force the 
Dardanelles —Reuter.

AU passengers of the Pan-American 
Alrways China Clipper were landed 
safely at San Pedro to-day after the 
plane had been forced to turn back 
because of engine trauble after reachi- 
ing almost the half way marke to 
Honolulu, 

‘The glant airliner was directed to a 
safe landing at San Pedro by radio 
signals from the U.S, Pennsylvania, 
‘The plane swooped over the masts of 
ten American cruisers and battleships 
as it settled down smoothly onto the 
sea. Spotlights from the warships 
were directed onto the water to assist 
in the landing. ‘The plane taxied to a 
nearby pier where’ the passengers 
Innded safely, all expressing thelr 
‘eagerness to resume the flight, 

‘The plane was to return to Alameda, 
Calif, the Pan-American base, to-day 
and again take off for Hawali a fow 
hours tater after being checked by 
company mechani, 

“Two hours this side of the half- 
way mark to Hawall,” the com- 
mander of the China Clipper told the 
United Press, “the fuel line on the 
right wing clogged. We had drawn 
200 gallons of the 900 gallons stored 
jin the tank when the cloggage oc- 
curred.

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US. NAVY PREPARED TO BUILD BATTLESHIPS 


Comprehensive Rearmament Plans in Readiness, 
Awaiting President’s Message on Defence

IERICA’S giant naval rearmdment programme will include 
the most powerful battleships in the history of the. world 


if plans now under consideration by Navy officials here are adopted, 
it is learned to-day. Plans for the construction of an undetermined 


number of battleships of more 


than 40,000 tons and mounting 


18-inch guns are receiving serious consideration in official circles. 


Government authorities offered 


no comment on plans for the 


giant warships, but observers speculated whether they might be 
applied to the two battleships expected to be authorized for con~ 


struction in 1939,

Appropriations for such battleships, it was pointed out, would 
involve abandonment of the London Naval Treaty limitations by 
the United States and serve notice to all Powers that the United 
States was prepared to enter actively info the world-wide naval 


construction race, 

‘The Navy Department already has 
Arafted plans for’ 18-inch guns, the 
United Press learned. Navy officials 
have reported that the huge guns, 
outlawed by the London ‘Treaty, 
would be serviceable, The giant 
battleships, It was believed, would be 
similar to the Washington and North 
Carolina, now under construction, but, 
‘on a larger scale. 

‘The United States, some observers 
predicted, possibly ‘will invoke the 
‘escalator clause of the London ‘Treaty 
it it can be definitely established 
that Japan is actually bullding 43,000- 

“ton ‘or heavier battleships. “Obser- 
vers here pointed out that Japanese 
reports from here to Tokyo recently 
apparently had warned against. 
‘America’s. serious intention of meet- 
‘ing or sufpassing Japan in any race 
for the construction of heavy battle- 
ships. ‘The Admiralty In Japan, it 
was pointed out, to-day for the ‘Ast, 
time officially denied that Japan was 
‘building 43,000-ton battleships. 


President's Message Awalted 


Confirmation thet plans for the 
giant battleships were being con- 
tidered was obtained after the Seere- 
tary of State, Mr, Cordell Hull, had 
told correspondents that he had re- 
ceived no information indicating 
‘America. might abandon construction 
restrictions of the London Naval 
‘Treaty in order to meet the chal- 
Tenge of new Japanese construction. 
Japan has been. reported to have 
two 45,000-ton battleships under 
construction. 

‘Congress to-day anxibusly awaited 
President Roosevelt's forthcoming 
message on national defence in which 
he ts expected to request new war- 
ships and general strengthening of 
the nation’s defences. Observers 
speculated whether the President, a 
former Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, would openly advocate to Con- 
gress’ the abandonment of the Lon- 
don ‘Treaty naval restrictions. 


Big Supply Bi Approved 

‘The House of Representatives Ap- 
propristions Committee already has 
approved a Navy Department. sup- 
ply bill providing U.S, $569,206,404 for 
‘America’s sea defences during the 
‘coming fiscal year. ‘There is a strong 
possibility, Congressional leaders 
stated, that the House committee 
‘gure enight be raised several hund- 
red million additional dollars in the 
supplementary estimates based on 
the President's forthcoming defence 
message. 

‘While’ the President's nttitude to- 
ward the construction of ‘battleships 
over 40,000 tons remained uncertain, 
it was known that he probably will 
Fecommend the construetion of two 
36,000-ton battleships in nddition to 
the four already provided over, and 
‘8 number of heavy and light cruisers, 
alreraft carriers and additional de 
stroyers and submarines, 

Opinion Favours Building 


Although a strong bloc in Congress 
fs opposed to a large scale rearma- 
ment programuiic, observers belleve 
there is little doubt that recommen- 
dations of the Navy Department will 
be ndopted in the face of worldwide 
naval construction and aroused 
public opinion resulting from  in- 
cldents involving America in the 
Far East, 

Congress, it was recalled, received 
the warning of the Chief’ of ‘Naval 
Operations, “Admiral W. D. Leahy, 
declaring that It was impossible. to 
Yestrict national defence without 
Jeopardizing national seeurity, “He 
Characterized conditions in both 
Europe and the Far East as the most 
threatening since the end of the 
Great War, Many observers have 
taken Admiral Leahy’s warning as 
an advance notice of the message to 
‘be sent to Capitol Hill by the Presi- 
dent, 

Emphasis on Alr Force 


OMclal clreles sald to-day that the 
President would not confine himself 
to naval construction alone In his 
message to Congress, but also would 
call for more rapid alreraft construc- 
tion and probably some increases in 
the Army personnel and equipment. 























It was agreed, however, that the 
Navy was at present the most press- 
ing problem. 

‘The Navy supply bill approved by 
the House Appropriations Committee 
calls for new construction of two 
battleships, two eruisers, eight de- 
stroyers, six. submarines, a mine- 
sweeper, a submarine tender, a fleet 
tug ‘and an oller. The bit also 
‘would provide funds for continuation 
‘of work on the battleships North 
Carolina and Washington, three alr- 
raft carriers, elght erulsers, 43 de- 
‘troyers, sixteen submarines and a 
submarine tender—United Press. 


U.S, ARMY AIR CRAFT 
TO GO TO HAWAIL 


Composite Wing of Air Force 
to Be Built 


‘Washington, Jan. 20. 

‘The War Department’ announced 
to-day that in connection with plans 
to “build up the composite wings of 
the alr force” in the mid-Pacific and 
‘at Panama, it was ordering the trans- 
fer of a bombardment squadron of 
the latest type bi-motored Douglas 
bombing planes to Hawall from 
Hamilton “Field, California, ‘The 
planes will leave about February 1, 
‘and will remain at the island base 
permanently. 

Hamilton ‘Field oficlals’ sald that 
‘Major J. E, Taylor in command of 
the ist Bombardment Squadron 
would leave for Hawall in the US, 
‘Transport Republic with Afty planes, 
thirly officers and 180 enlisted men: 


Staving Of the Invader 

“For” adequate defence of the 
western shores,” one Army authority, 
sald, “we can no longer depend on 
adequate forces on the :mainlana 
only. We must be prepared to 
meet such an enemy at a great 
distance from home. ‘Therefore, the 
importance of Hawali cannot be over- 
estimated.” 

‘The’ official sald that the recent 
mass flight of Navy bombers to 
Hawa: indicated the urgency of the 
situation since it would be equally 
easy for an enemy based at Hawail 
and assisted by fleet units to fy 
to the Pacife coast of the United 
States and destroy the metropolies 
there: 

Although future plans for the 
‘Hawail base are most secret, it was 
learned to-day from reliable circles 
that both the Army and the Navy 
intend to make steady increases in 
forees and equipment until the islands 
are capable of withstanding a lengthy 
siege and ropulsing any conceivable 
form of attack, 

‘Naval sources have revealed that 
the Navy's goal in Hawall was the 
establishment of a force sufficient 
to defeat an enemy equal in size to 
approximately one half the British 
fleet. 


Tt was understood that the Army 
is planning the eventual construction 
of underground chambers for the 
storage of munitions and a concealed 
runway for planes, 

Congressional ‘attitude on the 
Hawallan ;programme has recently 
drifted toward complete approval of 
establishing a Gibraltar” of the 
Pacifle at the Islands. 


High Army ‘offcere declined to 
comment formally on the transfer of 
the Hamilton ‘Field’ squadron to 
Hawall, Unofficially, however, they 
sald that in thelr’ opinion it was 
merely another step taken in deter- 
mination to obtain “national security 
through national defence” in which 
the invulnerability of Hawall s one 
of the most important phases. 

‘Military officials told the United Press 
that the transfer had no esnecios 
significance except as a reflection 
of the desire to strengthen key de- 
fence points. Hawall is considered 
the key to the United States west 
coast defence system and, therefore, 
{it Is logical that the Islands receive 
special attention in a period. when

‘To keep to a sea-faring metaphor 
industry ‘was once looked upon by’ 
the Administration and the public in. 
much the same way a the sailors: 
Tooked upon Jonah. It was respon- 
sible for the ‘catastrophe which had 
Befallen the ship of state. No blame 
"was too extravagant, no censure too, 
strict. ‘The mood of condemnation 
tniduted ti the summer ofthe pre~ 
sent year. Businessmen and bankers 

+ were moneychangers, princes of 
privilege, economle royalists, preda- 
tory interests, robber barons. ‘They’ 
‘wore harried, investigated and de- 
‘mounced from one end of the land 
to the other, 

"At times the President relented 
sulfletently to admit that only  ten| 
per cent. were beyond redemption, 
‘but immediately thereafter businss 
as a whole was scourged with the| 
lash of New Deal oratory, Business 
men consulted together to sce what 
they could do about it, to find how | 
they could sell themselves to. the 
public, as it were, with the same 
success as they sold thelr products. 
‘They also, it need hardly be said, 
worked hard for the political defeat 
oftheir tormentors. 

‘Thea, in the ellek of a ticker-tape, 
‘the situation changed. Congress 
which assembled in Washington. six 
weeks ‘before its time proved as 
friendly to business as it had been 
hostile in the early days of the New 
Deal. “We must ‘do something for 
business” was theie rallying cry. 
Business was-an invalid whose word 
was to be accepted as to the extent 
of, and remedy for, its ailments, ‘The 
‘Administration sensed the changed 
atmosphere and adopted a new 
vocabulary. ‘The President in his 
‘message to Congress asked for busi 
ness’ co-operation, the Secretary of 
the Treasury assured business that 
the Government. was sympathetically 
eonsidering their complaints. ‘The 
Sccretary of Commerce found that 
“businessmen as a whole over- 
emphasize the divergence between 
the objectives of this administration 
and thelr own views as to the proper 
course for thls nation to, pursue” 
‘The polley of the administration was 
the direct opposite of its policy dur- 
ing ‘the earlier depression when a 
polley was good in proportion to its 
‘experimental nature, when the Pre- 
tsident’s motto was' “try something, 
if It doesn't succeed try something 
else." 

Such an attitude was, however, 
justified in the early days of the 
‘New Deal. ‘The President wos not 
‘alone in feeling that things were 60 
bad thay nothing could make, them 
worse, ‘Tho ills the country had were 
so bad that there was no risk of 
flying to others that they knew not 


of, 
‘Thesls of Apotogists 

‘There was also something to be 
said for the thesis of the President's 
apologists that the New Deal, pro- 
perly so called, did not start’ until 
‘after an effort had been made to co- 
operate with business without result. 
‘Monetary manipulation and the vast 
spending programme was only adopt- 
ed when the big national effort to 
‘unite business and Government in 
the early days of the MRA. had 
failed. They go on to add the warn~ 
ing that if business, now belng given 
its second big chance, does not 
respond then the Administration will 
be forced to fall back upon govern- 
ment expenditures, 
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So much for the recovery side of 
the shield; as for the reform side the 
President's position is unchanged. 
He fs still determined to bring about, 
‘changes in the industrial and agricul- 
tural life of the country for he be-_ 
ieves that ig is only upon a basis 
of those changes that full prosperity 
can be built. He has, " however, 
realized that business co-operation is 
necessary not only for recovery but 
for the satisfactory completion of the 
reforms he advocates. Business men 
fare therefore no longer scapegoats 
‘and whipping-boys, but the Presid- 
ent’s trusty advisers. 


Congressmen, like the President, 
have reached ' the conclusion that 
business must no longer be harrassed | 
bbut helped, though by a slightly’ 
different route." ‘They ‘discovered 
while in the midst of thelr constitu: 
fencles that public opinion had begun 
to blame the Government for the 
business recession instead of ascrib- 


Ing It. to. the shortcomings and 
shortsightedness of businessmen 
themselves. “Don’t let anyone deceive 


you; we planned it that way,” sald 
the President of the recovery. Ig the, 
Government claimed the credit for 
recovery it must tke the blame for 
the depression. 


Melp for the Underpriviteged 


When things were going: well the 
country could thrill to the challenge 
of the President's demand that somp- 
‘thing must be done for the under- 
privileged third who were “illfed, 
Wlclothed and ilthoused.” But when 
‘4 new depression was threatened 
Congressmen began to be consefous 
of the adequately privileged two 
thirds, with twice as many votes, 
‘They have heard the volee of count- 
ess Main Streets. ‘The small” busi 
ness men of the small towns, who 
pride themselves on their independ- 
ence and have never given up the 
hope that they may soon be bigger 
businessmen, seemed actually to be 
serious about such matters as grow- 
Ing taxation and increasing Govern- 
ment control. ‘They felt that the 
Government "was in some way, 
responsible for existing conditions. 
‘When business leaders therefore 
Jaid down thelr programme of 
balaneing ‘the budget, revising the 
capital gains tax and the undistribut~ 
ed profits tax the small businessmen 
‘gave it thelr support, even those who 
would only be affected indirectly. 
‘These new developments were 
naturally most unwelcome to the 
ettwing supporters of the New Deal 
who once again advanced the 
‘wicked businessman” theory. The 
current downward trend in industrial 
production and security "prices. is, 
they maintain, nothing but a “plot 
io discredit ‘the New Deal. ‘The 
‘sit-down trike” as one of them 
pleturesquely put it, has spread to 
‘the business and financial world. Such 
fa theory assumes first of all 
there is a community of interest | 
between businessmen and financiers 
that the competitive system is a 
‘myth; that Mr. Ford and Mr. Sloan 
do not each try to sell his own 
brand of ear. It assumes that the 
interests of Conklin Pon Company of 
‘Ohio say are identical with Lazard 
Frives, the international bankers 
(though, as the vaudeville comedians 
used to say, you have to use just 
‘as many pens to write in red ink as 
to write in black). 


No Intent to Embarrass 


It assumes in the second place that 
men whose chief characteristic (as 
all Teft-wingers know) is their com- 
plete selfishness have voluntarily 
sacrificed some $30,000.000,000 security 
values, that ‘manufacturers have | 
[cheerfully seen their production de- 
cling 25 per cent, all for the sake of 
Jembarrassing the President. The 
theory also begs the question of why 
the plot should have been sprung’ 
now. Why was it not sprung just 
before the Presidential elections last 
year? Or why did they not wait till 
the mid-term Congressional elections 
next year, or the Presidential elec- 
ons two years Inter?

mast. But in its efforts to disclaim 
responsibility for what has happened, 
‘and maintain the morale of its rank 
and file supporters who might be- 
come discouraged If retreat were

obvious, it has seriously weakened | 
the whole structure of business con- 
|fdence which ir sought to erect. ‘The 
Securities Exchange Commission, for 
example, made public a slashing 
attack upon the management of the 
New York “Stock Exchange and 
threatened it with “Government con 
trot if it did not reform itself the 
doy after. the headlines were full of 
the fact that the President had offered 
jan’ olive branch to the private 
‘utilities. 

‘The natural result was that tho 
utilities began to suspect that the: 
olive branch was cut so near the 
trunk that it might be used as a club. 
|The President's conciliatory message | 
to Congress was followed by a re- 
quest to the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to investigate monopolist prac- 
tices and their effect on high prices. 
Tt looked as though the President 
wished to make business appear once 
more as the villain of the piece.

dealer, to whom the National Gallery paid 
its £14,000, And now which Js the more 
interesting question—What did the London 
dealer pay the Austrian dealer? Or has the 
National Gallery been sold a Previtall pup?

General Effort to Relieve 
Camp Situations 
By Rowe ¥, Frrex 


In the past few months the Shang- 
‘hai community: has been all but over- 
whelmed by the stupendous task of 
feeding and clothing about 300,000 
refugees. Tt is almost impossible 
imagine the work involved solely in 
[cooking and distributing rice to such 
ja multitude. When an. occasional 
‘supply of green vegetables and. beat 
curd is given the problem is further 
jeomplicated, and yet these tatter food. 
felements are necessary for the. 
‘maintenance of health. 

‘Throughout these past months this 
vast multitude of people have been 
objects of charity. Tt is a serious 
‘question as to how long such a con- 
Jdition can continue. In spite of aver 
100,000 garments prepared by Mrs. 
New and her committee, in spite of 
Fegular food and a place to. sleep, 
Jconditions of ‘inactivity and of un: 
‘employment are sure to result in the 
‘deterioration of the morale of these 
refugees. Some of them prefer to 
Jcontinue in idleness rather’ than to 
be exploited, and exploitation on 3 
large seale has already begun, 

‘There are agents and export houses 
who are giving high grade employ- 
ment to many of these women in the 
reparation of lace, embroidery and 
‘glove knitting, where the average 
wage for eight and ten hours of work 
fg five cents, When men and women 
prefer to work for such low wages 
rather than to remain idle, it speaks 
well for them.

Emperor Tao Kuang who ruled 
‘over China from 1821 to 1851 was the 
Inst of the so-called “great emperors” 
fof the Manchu Dynasty; that is to. 
say he was the last Emperor who. 
made his influence felt in the Gov 
‘emment of the country. His whole 
relgn was one long, vain strustele to 
‘cope with the corruption in the higher: 
ranks of the administration and, 
‘above all to try and bring order into, 
the hopelessly ‘disordered finances of 
the Imperial treasury. In this fight 
for reform he even attempted to clean 
fut the Aujean stables of the Court 
itself. to which end he gave an ex- 
ample of the strictest economy in his 
own private fife, As a resull he has 
one down to posterity, quite unfairly, 

‘a stingy, small-minded monarch. 
whereas, in actual fect, he was a 
well-intentioned . and conscientious 
ruler. Nevertheless, despite his good 
intentions, he was not proof against 
those temptations that beset the 
ordinary common mortal, as is shown 
by the following tragic story. 

‘One night in mid-winter an oMicer 
of the Imperial bodyguard, a certain 
‘Manchu called En, was on duty at the 
gate of the Imperial living quarters, 
the Palace of Heavenly Purity. Tt was. 
a bitterly cold night and he was very 
bored with life, as he sat in the cold 
‘guardhouse huddled elose to the small 
Chareoal stove, warming his hands at 
its feeble fame’, and discussing fittully 
family affairs with one of the Palace 
‘eanuchs, 

About midnight, Just as they were 
beginning to feel drowsy and were 
thinking of turning in, the door was 
flung open and 9 eunuch trom the 
Emperor's personal entourage, pale 
‘and trembling with excitement, came 
rushing info the room and called 00. 
En to come with him at once to the 
Emperor's private “apartments, En 
could scarcely believe his cars. for| 
Wt was strietly against all regulations 
for an officer or man of the Imperial 

bodyguard to enter the Palace 
[precinels, much less go anywhere near 

the private quarters. 


Emperor's Urgent Orders 
‘The lateness of the hour, however, 
and the obvious excitement under 
which the eunuch was labouring, as 
hhe Kept repeating that it was the 
[Emperor's urgent orders, pointed 10 
‘there boing something seriously wrong: 
perhaps even, an accident had hap- 
pened to the Emperor himself. Think- 
ing that he had better risk it and. go 
and sce what was the matter, En 
buttoned up his jacket, put on his 
‘official hat, and picking ‘up his sword 
Perpared to follow the eunuch inside 
the Palace grounds, where they had to 
ypass through a number of inner gates 
to get to the Emperor's apartments. 
Arrived there the eunuch beckoned 
‘him to wait outside on the steps while 
‘went inside to report En's arrival, 
An Unuswat Seé 
A minute or two later his guide 
came out ayain and signalled him to 
go inside, “As En entered the room 
with beating heart, the frst sight 
that mot his astonished exes was thal 
‘of the mighty Emperor, His Imperial 
Majesty Tao Kuang, dressed in every’ 
day clothes kneeling on the floor in 
front of the Empress, just as iC it had 
been a scene ina play at the theatre. 
AL Ens entry the Emperor scrambled 
hastily to ‘his feet and went and sat 
fon the kang. where he remained 
entirely passive during the rest of 
the scene, with hunting, head, staring, 
fon the ground, as if he was ashamed 
Of the feeble role he was plas ing. 

En went down on his knoes before 
hhign and remained inthis posture 
‘awaiting further orders. Seated on 
the kang was also the Empress, in 
her nightdress with a short fur jacket, 
and her hair hanging loose over het 
shoulders. In loud and angry tones 
she was berating the Emperor, just 
a if he was a naughty schoolboy. 
Tm front of her knelt weeping une of 
the Palace serving-maids, her neck 
seratched and bleeding. “Now. then!” 
the Empress was sereaming at her 
hhusband, “Confess that you've boon 
carrying on with these Palace slwve- 
Birls! Pretending to be busy with 
Affairs of state, while you are carrying 
fon these amourous intrigues behind 
my back. What have you got to say?” 

‘The Empress continued to over-

“Even in the short 
report on English schools we get the 
Impression of a system soaked with 
sradition ‘and- hampered by all sorts 
of outworn ideas which have never 
been properly sloughed ‘off. Most. of 
the continental school: systems suffer 
from the extensive curriculum which 
the secondary-school pupils are forced 
to cover; it makes education a burden 
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to children in thelr teens, a dificult, 
perlod of development in ‘any case 
when every child should have a 
certain amount of spare energy to 
‘devole to solving his rapidly inereas- 
Ing emotional problems. South 
Africa's disgraceful neglect of the 
education of its native population is 
‘mentioned and in the note on eduea- 
tion in China the astonishing state. 
ment Is made that 09 per cent. of 
China's. population is literate, which 
must surely be a misprint for 
Miterate. 

This. ttle collection of pamphlets 
is a useful and interesting summary 
of what is being done in various types 
‘of education but it does not pretend 
fo ‘be complete in any sense, It 
should nevertheless be most service- 
fable as an oulline for teachers who 
‘want to keep abreast of’ what is go- 
ing on in education in other parts 
of the world.—Navvs.

Women’s Work

‘Ata recent DAR, gathering held 
in Shanghai, the address which Mr. G, 
Sokolsky gave at the Continental 
Congress was read, and a most 
interesting and stirring one it must 
have been, but, much as we admire 
this speaker's erudition, and in spite 
‘of the regard we have for his experi- 
fence, there are points in his address 
ith’ which some of us will not agree.

“Youth (o-day here, in Europe, in

failed, and until these things are 
réslored Government’ will fail to 
provide leadership for youth. ‘This, 
he told the women, “is your problem,” 
and only women can solve that pro- 
lem.

Poor Youth! Every writer and 
speaker seems to pick on that to 
sharpen written ‘or’ oral. eloquence. 
‘When there is nothing serious a-doing, 
capital 1g made out of the modern 
itl, her lipstick, her free manners, 
and her dress-or lack of it. Boys 
Who can wleld the ericket bat and dis 
like offlee desks ure scoffed at, and 
now that the world is involved in 
every sort of serious: trouble, the 
chief concern of some seems to 
bbe how this will react upon modern 
youth—and the burden of correction 
is Iaid upon frail woman 

It is possible that youth is sulferiix. 
not from lack of guidance, but trom 
too much spoon-feeding, and too 
much interference with ‘its psycho- 
togy. During the past 20 or 30 years 
it seems to have had n good deal of 
‘auldance. 

Doubtless when the adage “Spare 
the rod and spoil the child,” was a 
common belief, tumes were bleak. for 
children, but now we seem to. have 
swung to the other extreme, 

Quite suddenly earnest ‘folk dis- 
covered thut Youth was not having 
fair chance, and that something 
must be done’ about it, but by an 
excess of misguided zeal, it seems to 
me, eertaln women have been the 





























worst offenders in creating what is 
Undesirable in modern youth. 

T am not denying that women have 
done much good social work: they 
Hhave helped in schools and in educa~ 
tion generally, and assisted in raising 
working conditions for young people.
